SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. .22.—With 
the arguments in the case of Doss Gal- 
braith, charged with murder in the see- 
ond degree, the-issue of the lynching 
case was laid bare in the Greene County 
Courthouse today. 

The black men ugainst the white—that 
was the keynote of all the arguments, 
With the prosecution demanding that 
the jury remember that the negro has 
as much right to the protection of the 
Yaw as the white man, and comparing 
the mob that hanged and burned three 
negroes here on the night of April 14 
to the mobs that burned Christians in 
ancient Rome, the issue was defined. 
and the attorneys for Doss Galbraith 
were invited to pick up the gauntlet, 

They did so by demanding of the jury 
that the evidence of a negro convict 
against a white man should be ignored. 
They did it by attacking the servant 
of the State of Missouri, who, they said, 
was responsible for bringing the negro 
witnesses here. 

And while they were doing it, deputy 
Sheriffs, armed with huge revolvers, 
were patrolling the courtroom and the 
Square Outside and mingling with the 
spectators in anticipation of having to 
prevent a demonstration which the 
Judge in charge of the case had pub- 
licly recognized as _ probable.

Negroes Fear Trouble. 
The meeting of the negroes last night 
was the result of the expression of pop- 


ular feeling that nas been the rule ever 
since the lynching and has culminated 
in the talk of a public demonstration if 
Galbraith is acquitted. 

The negroes declare that his acquittal 
would mean their persecution, and, on 
the other hand, they are equally afraid 
of his conviction, maintaining that, in 
the latter event, they will be made the 
victims of a desire to revenge him. 

Ever since it became known that the 
negroes were arming themselves, they 
have been watched closely, and the fact 
of their holding a meeting was known 
early in the evening. The meeting was 
held in a hall over a printing office, 
near the square, a hall used by the ne- 
gro lodges. It lasted until about 11 
o'clock, and even then the men who 
attended it did not all leave at once, but 
dropped away in twos and threes to 
keep from making it appear that a 
crowd of negroes were on the streets 
late at night. 

It was impossible to get any informa- 
tion regarding the meeting except that 
a plan for all the blacks to leave Spring- 
field was discussed, and that, while the 
negroes “would not start anv trouble, 
they are ready to protect themselves 
from attack.”

the State lawyers had to do to perform 
' their duty and present their case. 
| ‘This is not a question of prblic opin- 
ion. It is a question of your oath to 
Almighty God, but when Mr. Mason 
told vou that he did not want you to 
consider public opinion he did not mean 
a word he said,” 

Mr. Kennish, like Mr. Page, went 
deeply into the question of establishing 
the guilt of Galbraith. He read portions 
of the Court's instructions to the jury 
and maintained that Doss Galbraith was 
a party to a conspiracy which resulte! 
in the death of Horace Dunean. the par- 
ticular negro named in the Galbraith tn. 
dictment. This he declared made him 
guilty of murder under the law, 

“I am not going to talk about the 
white man and the black man,” said 
Mr. Kennish. ‘‘for we have only one 
law. It is the same for the rich and 
for the poor, the same for all races. 

“IT am not standing here in the de- 
fense of the negro, neither am I calling 
him names, I am simply telling you 
that he is entitled to protection under 
the law, and the man who robs him of 
that protection should be punished.”

STICK IN THREE PIECES 





Burglar Is Caught Trying to 
Enter House as Woman 
Returns. 


A burglar who attempted to enter the 
home of Thomas Shipp, 6416 Idaho av- 
enue, through a rear window late 
Wednesday while the family was ab- 
sent, was surprised just as he was 
ready to enter by tne return of Mr. 
Schipp’s wife, Mrs. Catherine Schipp. 
He started to leave the premises by 
running through the back yard and 
was still more surprised when Mrs. 
Schipp threw down the troning board 
she was carrying and pursued him 
with a broomstick. 

The intruder finally escaped by jump- 
ing over the back fence, but not until 
the broomstick had been broken in 
three pieces by well-directed blows on 
the thief's head and shoulders. 

Mrs. Schipp showed a Post-Dispatc’ 
reporter all that was left of the broom- 
stick with which she routed the prowl- 
er. 

“TI think he is the same man who 
was here Saturday night,’ she said, 
“and I had a ballbat setting where I 
could get hold of it if he came again. 
In my haste to procure a weapon 
got hold of the broomstick and I did 
not hav@® time to exchange it. But 
1 think he will remember the broom- 
stick. 

“! went to the house of a neighbor 
Wednesday evening, and spent the ev- 
ening there troning. My two sons, Er- 
vin. 9 vears old, and Richard, 19, went 
with me and we left no one at the 
house except a man who rooms there. 
lie always goes to bed early and sleeps 
upstairs in front of the house. 

“Ahout 9 o’clook I finished ironing and 
started home, telling the boys to follow 
me after I got home and lighted the 
house. It is only about 100 feet from the 
back door of the house where I had been 
to my own back door. I carried my 
ironing board with me and was walking 
rapidiyv, singing. 


Necessary to Pass Her. 


“When I got nearly up to the back 
porch I heard a notse at one end of the 
back windows. As I stopped to listen I 
saw @ man jump down from the window 
nearest me and start to run. He ran 
toward the back fence and had to pass 
directly by me. 

‘T threw down my ironing board. I 
knew there was a ball bat on the back 
porch by the side of the kitchen door 
and I grabbed for it. There was a broom 
right by the side of it and I got the 
broom instead. I struck the man and 
the stick broke at the first lick. 

“Tl followed him and got close enough 
to hit him with the rest of the stick. 
It was short and I pounded him pretty 
hard with it, hitting him most of the 
time on the shoulders. Finally, just as 
he jumped the back fence, I hit him as 
hard as 1 could, using both hands, and 
the stick broke again. He ran down the 
alley and got away before my sons, 
who had heard the noise and had come 
to see what was the matter, could get 
close enough to see him.” 

Mrs. Schipp is positive the intruder 
was the one who visited the house Sat- 
urday night while she and Ervin were 
sitting on the back porch. She says she 
had a good view of him and could 
identify him. 

“Jorvin and I were sitting on the back 
porch Saturday night when he made his 
appearance,’ said Mrs. gg al “coming 
in my back. gate. I told in to be 
quiet and we would see what he was go- 
ing to do. He could not see us, ag we 
were in the shadow of a vine that 
grows over the porch. He came up to 
the ice box by the kitchen door and 
raired the lid. 

“Then I got the ballbat that was 
sitting by my chair and started after 
him. He ran and I did not get to hit 
him. But I saw him clearly and I am 
eure it was the game man who was here 
i ingen | night.”’

TEARS SIDEWALK 


Fifteen Passengers Given Bad 
Scare in California Ave- 
nue Accident, 


A northbound Bellefontaine car was 
badly damaged when it jumped the 
track at 3262 California avenue about 
5 p. m.

SLAYER 1S CAUGHT 
SLEEPING IN LO 


He Admits Killing Man Who 
Acted as Peacemaker in 
Fight. 


While acting as peacemaker be- 


tween two men fighting in a barn, 
Frank Stansbury, 22 years old, of 
3729 Ferdinand place, was stabbed. 
He died in an ambulance while being 
taken to the City Hospital. © Otto 
Wallis of 4141 Lee avenue was arrest- 
ed while asleep in a hayloft at King’s 
highway an Natural Bridge road 
two hours later and admitted stab- 
bing Stansbury. He said he acted in 
self-defense. 

Walls is said to have engaged in a 
fight with Ben Humphreys, 17 years 
old, of 2618 North Taylor avenue. A 
large crowd of men had collected at 
the stable in the rear of 2517 North 
Taylor avenue Wednesday evening, 
and were drinking beer in the rear 
when the men began fighting. 

Stansbury arrived after the trouble 
began and told the men to_- stop 
fighting. The fight continued and he 
is said to have pushed Walls back 
and to have stepped between him and 
Humphreys. 

Wallis resented this and is said to 
have attacked Stansbury. After sev- 
eral minutes Stansbury exclaimed 
that he had broken a blood vessel 
and was taken to a drug store near 
by. He was weak from the loss of 
blood when he reached the place. A 
physician in the crowd made an ex- 
amination and found that he had 
been stabbed in the groin, and that 
an artery had been severed. 

An ambulance was called at once. 
In the meantime all efforts to stop 
the flow of blood were futile. The 
wounded man was put in the ambu- 
lance and died before the hospital 
was reached. 

Five men who were in the barn 
when the cutting occurred were ar- 
rested and taken to the Deer Street 
Station. It was found that Walls was 
not among them, and policemen were 
sent out to look for him. He was 
found asleep in a hayloft with a ne-

gro. 

At the Deer Street Station Thurs- 
day Walls said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“Stansbury was always buttin’ 
and looking for trouble. Me and 
Humphreys were only wrestling 
there, as we done lots of other times. 
It was all good natured. We wasn't 
fightin’ at all. Stansbury come and 
separated us, and after he did me and 
him got into a fight. He choked me 
and punched me one in the lip. I 
got out my pocket knife and I held 
it ahead of me. I suppose he run 
into it.’’ 

Humphrey said: “Walls and I was 
only wrestling like we had done be- 
fore often. It was all good natured 
fun. Stansbury thought we was 
fighting, and separated us. Then him 
and Walls had some words. We only 
had one can of beer.”’ 

The knife with which Stansbury 
was stabbed is at the station. The 
blade is two and one-half inches 
long. The extreme end is broken off. 


SPLINTER IN HIS CHEEK. 


Boy Is Injured When Play- 
ground Swing Hits Him. 


Isadore Mandel, 14 years old, of 
1217 North Fifteenth street, is in the 
City Hospital recovering from a 
wound caused by a splinter from one 
of the swings in the Carr Park Play- 
Sround, which was driven through 
his cheek bone just under the eye. 
Isadore was standing near one of the 
swings when the boy in it lurched, 
throwing it to one side. A long 
Splinter was hanging to the seat 
board and this struck the Mandel boy 
just under the eye, penetrating the 
soft bone and going into his head 
about an inch and a half. 

It was at first said that the wood 
pierced the brain, and that the boy 
would die, but the youth jumped out 
of his cot at the hospital Thursday 
morning, washed his hands _ for 
breakfast, and then washed the beds 
in his ward. 

Surgeons state that the splinter 
entered the head on the inside of the 
orbital plate, but that it did not 
reach the brain. The eyeball was 
missed by a fraction of an inch.

STREETS IN BAD REPAIR 


Space Between Tracks Not 
Properly Repaved, Valliant 
Complains. 


In the track reconstruction § already 
completed and in that contemplated be- 
fore November, the United Railways 
Co. will spend. one of its officials de- 


clares, $800,000 in 1906. The entire amount 
of construction to be compideted before 
October is 28.12 miles of track. Of this 
20.2 miles have been completed. The 
cost of. reconstruction is estimated at 
$25,000 to $30,000 a mile. The company 
proposes to construct 30 miles of track 
each year. 

The reconstruction of the tracks on 
Washington avenue, between Eighteenth 
and Fourth streets, will begin in a few 
days, and will be completed in two 
weeks, Manager McCulloch announces. 
During this time Park and Compton 
cars will run east on Pine street from 
EKighteenth Street to Fourth street;

Cars on Park avenue, between Jeffer- 
son and Grand avenues, are being oper- 
ated over a temporary track laid on the 
Street near the north curb because of 
the reconstruction work being carried on 
there. 

Streets in Bad Shape. 

Complaints of the paving between the 
rails of the United Railways tracks have 
been sent to Street Commissioner Val- 
Mr. Valliant says some of the 
Streets are in almost a dangerous con- 
dition for driving, that the company is 
slow in making the street repairs, and 
that he has found it — to per- 
suade its officials to do more. Capt. Mc- 
©Culloch says he knows that the streets 
are in bad condition between the tracks, 
— that they will be repaired in a short 

me. 

The work on Seventh street between 
Franklin and Cass avenues is pointed to 
as an illustration of the slowness of the 
company. Excavation was completed 
and the track laid on Seventh street 
more than a week ago. Then the work 
stopped, and for more than a week the 
2-foot excavation containing the tracks 
has been left open, a menace to traffic, 
almost blocking the narrow thorough- 
fare and causing several accidents.

Laborer Unable to Account for 
Loss of Foot When He 


Awakens. 


A thin flat stone, weighing 200 pounds, 
with an edge as sharp as that of a 
hatchet, fell 100 feet upon the leg of 
Nelson Lewis, an Alton quarry worker, 
Thursday, and amputated the leg as 
cleanly as a surgeon's knife could do it. 
The severed ankle and foot rolled down 
the cliff, and Lewis regained conscious- 
ness to see a stumyd, where a few sec- 
cnds before had been his lower leg and 
foot. 

Lewis is 56 years old and lives with 
his wife and four children on Belle 
street. He worked at the John Arm- 
strong quarry a mile from Alton. He 
sat in an offset of the steep cliff of 
the quarry, chiseling into the rock to 
make an opening for the dynamite 
caps. He was about 15 feet from the 
bottom of the quarry and fully 100 
feet from the top. 

He sat on a rock with his legs 

stretched before him. In his hands he 
held. the mallet and chisel and was 
pounding at the rock when the acci- 
dent occurred. 
Above was the rock, 6 by 4 feet, loose 
and almost ready to fall. It averaged 
four inches in thickness and tapered to 
the finest kind of an edge at the one 
side. There was no warning when it 
fell. No other stones or pebbles went 
with it.

BRYAN STANDS FOR

Ex-Senator Jones Says Nebras- 
kan and Roosevelt Advocate 
Same Measures.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Ex-Senator 
James K. Jones, who managed Mr. 
Byran’'s campaigns in 1896 and 1900, re- 
gards the present movement toward the 
former candidate as a spontaneous up- 
rising and predicts his election. 

In speaking of President Roosevelt 
having made a wholesale theft of Demo- 
cratic thunder Mr. Jones said: 


“I think ft is well understood all over 
the country that the President has com- 
pelled his party to take a very positive 
position on the question of control of 
the trusts and a number ef other is- 
sues which were strongly presented by 


the Democrats in 1896 and have been 
consistently adhered to by that party. 
The best work done by the present 
Congress has been done by Democrats

Judge Thompson, the Bryan champion on the floor 
of the Illinois Democratic convention, finds victory 
and vindication in the action of the convention. “A 
Virtual Triumph,” says the local Democratic organ. 
Let us see. 

Through Judge Thompson Mr. Bryan demanded 
Roger C, Sullivan’s resignation from the National 
Democratic Committee. Mr. Sullivan refused to re- 
sign. Mr. Brvan demanded that the convention oust 
Sullivan from the committee. A resolution to that 
effect was defeated by a two-thirds vote. 

In the event that the convention refused to de- 
nounce Sullivan Mr, Bryan demanded that no reso- 
lution indorsing his candidacy for the presidency be 
passed. The convention passed a resolution enthusi- 
asticaily indorsing William’ Jennings Bryan as its 
sole choice for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation in 1908. 

Sullivan organized the convention and named the 
temporary and permanent officers.

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ILLINOIS PRIMARY LAW’S LOOPHOLE. 

The first test of the new Illinois primary elec- 
tion law shows that the bosses, for whose overthrow 
it was designed, can drive a coach-and-four through 
it. 

Russel and Smulski were the leading Republican 
candidates for State Treasurer. 

Russel was supported by the people in the country 
and Smulski had behind him all-the strength of the 
Cook County organization. At the direct primary 
in the State, Russel easily beat *» Smulski, who 
showed no strength whatever outside of the cities. 
Russel, with most of the popular vote, and most of 
the instructed delegates, was confident, and the peo- 
ple, thinking he was nominated, relaxed their vigi- 
lance. 

But the bosses did not surrender and alertly de- 
vised a plan to nominate their man in spite of the 
will of the people expressed at the primaries. 

The primary election law requires merely that the 
delegates from a county shall vote on the first bal- 
lot for the candidate for whom they are instructed 
by the popular vote. When the Republican conven- 
tion met yesterday at Springfield the bosses went to 
work among the Russel delegates and influenced them 
to leave Russel if he was not nominated. on the 
first ballot. On the first ballot Russel led all of the 
candidates, including Smulski, but fell short of a 
majority of the votes, whereupon his delegates 
obeying the bosses, left him and voted for Smulski 
on the second ballot. Smulski, whose candidacy was 
positively disapproved by the people of the State, 
was nominated and the popular expression was 
nullified. 

Gov. Deneen was in absolute control of the con- 
vention and must be held responsible for this sub- 
version of the popular will. The reformers who 
secured the passage of this Illinois primary elec- 
tion law, which has excellent points, should at the 
next session of the Legislature amend it so that the 
candidate who receives the largest number of yotes 
at the direct primary is thereby declared nominated, 
without being subjected. to the plotting of the ma- 
chine at a convention.

Treasury Orders Deposit of 
$3,000,000 in 150 Small 


National Banks.

St. Louis and Other Large 
Money Centers Are in eed 
of Small Currency. 


The francial center was notified at noon 
Thursday that the Secretary of the Treasury 
has directed the distribution of $3,000,000 to 
a number of smal! national banks in varioue 
purts of the country—more especially west 
of St. Louis. 

Inquiry at St. Louis banks indicated that 
the money is being tributed to the smaller 
business centers aud that city institutions are 
not inchided in the list of banks for which 
the deposits are intended. ‘The telegram cou- 
veylng the information is given herewith: 

Washington, Aug. 23.—Secreiary Shaw has 
directed that $3,000,000 be placed in about 
a small national banks throughout the coun- 
This money, accordi to the statements of 
St. Loula banks, will me of about 
$20.000 each, and that small bilis 

used ingtead of ramitting various sums, 
as the money is intended to facilitate the crop 
movement wuaich bas. atsorbed a iarge share 
of the small currency, 

Attention has been drawn by St. Louis banks 
to the paucity of bills of small denominations. 
St. Louis banks are following institutions of 
other reserve points in attempting to husband 
their supplies because of the approaching heav” 
demand from the crop-moving sections. The 
Treasury Department is now requiring payment 
of the regular express contract rate for trans- 
fers of money to any point except San Fran- 
cisco, hence e omly advantage in treasury 
transfers now is greater speed in romission. 

Heretofore an additional advantage has been 
derived from the deposit of larger Dills at 
New York to be paid at destination in small 
bil’s and silver dollais, but now the treas 
has scarcely any small bibls or silver dollars 
in comparison with its holdings in previous 
years. This condition will undoubtedly be- 
couse more aggravated as the season advances, 
unless some plan for speedy relief should be 
devised by the Treasury officials. : 

The same general comp'aint is make by Ohl- 
cago banks and there as here it is expected 
more uwney will be furnished than in any 
previous year for the crop movement. 

Relative to the conditions of the local money 
market it is said one local] inetitution is mark- 
ing up its time loan rates to 6 per cent on all 
new busness in anticipation of a heavy outflow 
of currency from now on.

Neglect of Officials at Midwin- 
ter Meet Deprives Champion 
of World’s 100-Yard Record. 


{it developed Wednesday that the 
world’s record made for the 100-yard 
swim by Charles M. Daniels of New 
York in his match race with Marquard 
Schwarz at the Missouri Athletic Club 
last March has nver been officially 
récorded on the books of the Amateur 
Athletic Union, failure of the officials 


in charge of the meet being responsible 
for the oversight. ; 

The occasion on which Daniels made 
his mark was the first night of the 
dual aquatic meet between the swim- 
ming stars of the New York and Mis- 
souri Athletic clubs, and Danies: cov- 
ered the distance in 56 seconds flat. 

There were five timers at the finish 
and three of the waiches caught the 
time at 56 seconds and one at 66 1-5 sec- 
onds. The fifth watch stopped. 

Daniels, on his recent trip of Europe, 
following his victory in the Olympian 
«ames at Athens, visited England and 
competed in several special races. He 
was accompanied by Otto Wahile, offi- 
cial handicapper of the New York Ath- 
ietic Club. 

The best time Daniels could make in 
England for the hundred was 58 seconds 
and doubt was expressed of the authen- 
ticity of his performance in St. Louis. 

hen proofs were asked of the feat, 
Wahle promised to have James E. Sulli- 
ran, secretary of the A. U., send 
them on. 

Iie returned to New York a few weeks 
ago and found that the mark had never 
been claimed and consequently had not 
been allowed. 

Thursday he wrote to Mark Schwarz 
asking for the names of the timers at 
the meet and the officials, so that he 
can have the matter straightened out.
